Dear Mr. Newman: 

I am writing to you at the suggestion of one of my associates, Mr. John Hallett 
(see enclosed brochure) . John tells me that you are quite knowledgeable on the 
subject of coin collecting. 

We were recently approached by a British salvage firm to assist than with the 
marketing of coins they have recovered frcm a sunken vessel. While we have a 
number of British clients and have developed quite a reputation in Britain for being 
a creative marketing organization, we, frankly, know next to nothing about the market- 
ing of coins. 

The aforanentioned salvage company is quite excited about their find and feels 
quite strongly that American coin collectors will be very interested. 

Here is the story: On November 8, 1711, a Dutch East Indiarman, called 
the De Leifde, sank in a storm off the Shetlands on its way from Texel, 

Holland, to Batavia, in the Dutch East Indies. The ship, of 500 tons, had 
a crew of 299, all but one of whom drowned. 

The salvage company now owns the wreck and all who sailed in her . 

Among the impedimenta which they have brought up from the De Leifde are 
3500 "ducatoons" struck in 1711. They are approximately the size of an 
American silver dollar and contain about one ounce of silver. The corns 
are actually of Spainish origin, because in 1711 Holland was a Spaimsh 
colony (Spainish Netherlands) . We are told that there are almost none of 
these coins in existence, the bulk of those struck having gone dcwn with 
the ship. The 3500 coins vary in quality. Seme are in excellent condition 
considering they have been under the sea for 250 years. The worst look a 
trifle battered, but are legible. 

John Hallett tells me that Mrs. Nevman has a specialty shop at Famous Barr and 
is quite a renowned numisnatist. We are interested in getting an expert opinion of 
the irarketability of these coins, namely answers to such questions as: Is there a 
sufficient market in the United States for 3500 such coins? Would it be advisable 
to offer these coins first through the manbership of the American Nunismatic & 
Archeological Society? What would be considered a reasonable price?

Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of 
July 22, 1968 with respect to Dutch ducatoons dated 
1711. These coins were shipped in trade and were re- 
ferred to, in America, as Lyon Dollars. 

Since silver deteriorates in salt water it is 
ha^d to estimate the condition of the coins without them 
beinr examined. 

Generally speakinr, the ducatoons of Holland 
are not at all rare and the many different dates which 
they bear does not make Americans went to collect them 
by date. 


As far as offering them to the membership of 
the American Numismatic Society (I am a member of the 
Council), I do not believe this would be acceptable to 
that society. 

We believe that a price should be put on the 
pieces, individually, and advertised in some coin news- 
paper or magesine and see how many sell.
